WASHINGTCN'S HEADQUARTERS, HACKEN- 
SACK, N.J., Nov. 20, 1776 - Two thousand American 
soldiers, mostly dispirited New Jersey & Pennsylvania 
militiamen, were personally led out of a trap by Gen’! 
Washington at ramshackle Ft. Lee today. 

But just across the Hudson at Ft. Washirgton on 
Manhattan Island, nearly 3,000 other Americans 
under Col, Robert Magaw were swallowed up a 
..Sprisoners-of the enemy when that indefensible post 
felfour days'ago. They never had much of a chance 

to fight. . Sea 

` The loss of Ft. Washington, its тёп, cannon & 
supplies is a stunning disaster which has affected the 
entire Continental Army. 

Adjutant Gen' Joseph Reed, in near-panic as he 
rode among the retreating soldiers from Ft. Lee this 
afternoon, scribbled a dispatch to the namesake of the 
fort, Maj. Gen'l Charles Lee, who is at New Castle 
with the bulk of the Continental Army, about 7,000 
men. 


“Dear General," Reed wrote on a scrap of paper 
while in saddle. ''We are flying before the British. I 
ргау—'' Here the pencil broke. Reed hastily sent off a 
horseman with the remainder of the message verbally. 

Although Reed is a long-time personal friend and 
former aide to Gen'l Washington, the’ gist of the 
message is that Lee should come and rescue the army 
from incompetent ‘leadership. 

While he acted quickly and decisively to evacuate 
Ft. Lee this morning, Сеп'1 Washington had hesitated 
too long about the poorly-designed and useless fort on 
Manhattan. He deferred to the judgment of the area 
commander, Maj. Gen’! Nathanael Greene, to hold at 
Ft, Washington.  . " 

On the morning of the 16th the commander in chief 
visited the garrison at Ft. Washington, crossing the 
Hudson by boat from Ft. Lee with Gen'l Green and 
Gen’! Israel Putnam. 

зад Gen'l Sir Me Howe's attack was a 
masterpiece, taking full advantage of the poor design 
of the fort that disallowed defensive tactics. 

Too late to withdraw the garrison, Washington, 
Green and Putnam were rowed back across the 
Hudson only 15 minutes before a Hessian brigade 
began to seal off all escape. 

I saw it all happen and would not be here to report 
on the sad event had not my colleague Ellis later 
piloted a daring Rhode Island captain named John 
Gooch : the river in a small boat. Gooch brought 
а message from Washington to Magaw, exhorting him 
to hold til darkness when, with luck, many of 
the men t escape. 

The enemy refused to allow Magaw the necessary 
four hours until darkness to consider surrender.
